At one time, perhaps n million or 
more years ag o, an ancient sea cov- | 
ered this district. 
Sedimentary strata ! 
of limestone were deposited on the I 
floor of this sea. 
Often a layer of j 
sandstone was formed. Later, throug h j 
some upheav al the bottom of the sea 
arose and became dry land. 
Then the j 
formation of these cav es beg an. 
Limestone i,s hut v ery little soluble j 
in pure water, but w ater containing j 
carbon dioxide will easily dissolv e the , 
mineral. 
Rain water, 
seeping down 
throug h the g round, absorbed carbon 
dioxide from decaying org anic mat­ 
ter. 
Then it would percolate throug h 
th© loss soluble layers of sandstone 
without affecting them, hut when it 
came to a layer of limestone it vyould 
dissolv e some particles and carry them 
off.* 
Thus, throug h many centuries, 
an entire stratum of limestone would 
i» e dissolv ed, leav ing a cav ern, often 
many feet in heig ht.

with the crest of Manners & Montag u,

Plant earlier than any of the rest of 
your neighb ors, say in March, cover­ 
ing the potatoes after dropping, with 
m anure and then deep with soil.

Tricks of Trade During 
Winter Orchard Pruning 
Growers of fruit trees who do their 
own pruning will find it b oth interest-, 
iug and profitab le to apply some 
of the 
“tricks of tb e trade” during this win-, 
tor’s pruning. 
One of the most inter-! 
esting of these is to put living ties in 
tie* ; roe. 
They are of principal value 
when applied to young vigorous trees. 
If a tree of this type is found to have 
a scaffold limb which is not firmly, 
knit to the trunk of the tree it can 
he tied there b y twining together 
tvfb 
twigs from (3 to 18 inches ab ove the 
crotch and one of which has its origin 
from the weak lira!) and the other from 
the more solid part of the tree. 
These j 
should b e wrapped around each other 
us tightly as Is possib le without b re a k -, 
ing the wood and the ends should not j 
b e cut off until after 
several years’ j 
growth 
and 
the 
twigs 
have 
firmly j 
grafted together. 
Such treatm ent will 
form a living tie which will have a 
greater strength than any artificial one 
that could b e put in.
